rillous Trials that he did not want thofe Virtucs 
that he promifed himſelf the Almighty would 
raiſe up new Friends to him, who had never de- 
« ceived any; that even the Example of the Ki 
of Sweden had left it ſtill doubtful at leaſt whe- 
ther the moſt apparent Difficulties may not be 
ſurmounted by Courage and Conftancy; that 
tho he alledged Ne yet there was a 
« great Difference between his and that Princes 
« Cafe, who when his Arms were profperous had 
his Choice between a glorious Peace and a very 
hazardous War, whereas he (the Emperour) 
had no Choice between a juft and honourable 
War and an inglorious deſtructive Peace; and 
* befides, he and the Empire had much more 
Strength than ever that Prince had. Tis re- 
ported, thatthe fuperiour Clergy of the lower 
« Auftria have offered the Emperour to fupply him 
with fome Millions. The Empreſs was to arrive 
* Yefterday at Infpruck: The Emperour has or. 
« dered the Favorita to be fitted up, for her and. 
« his own Refidence together. 


Utrecht, June 6. Count Donhof being returned 
‘ hither from the Hague has declared to the Pleni- 
potentiaries of France in a Conference at the Lord 
* Bifhop of Briftol’s Houle, that the States. General 
having given intire Satisfaction to the King his 
Maſter by the Evacuation of theCountry of Geider- 
‘land, there remained nothing that ought to hinder 
the Evacuation of 8 he French 
Miniſters anſwered, that they did not doubt that 
Evacuation would foon be performed : So that ’tis 
‘hoped the States Troops will have Poffeflion of 
that Place by the oth of this Month, Mean while 
we hear the other Places have been reciprocally eva- 
‘ cuated on the Days appointed. The Miniſters of 
France talk anew of departing from hence, but the 
Marquis de Monteleone being arrived here from 
England two Days ago, "tis thought it may give 
them a Pretence to make a longer Stay. Almoft 
all the Minifters of the Empire will quit the Con- 
. prefs here this Week; and tis faid the Earl of 
€ Strafford dcfigns to break up 5 here, 
to teſervc only fome Aparemencs of his Houſe, and 
to fet out for the Hague next Week. Letters from 
# Berlin of the 30th give an Account, that the Count 


de Schorborn the Emperour’s Vinilttr was on bis 


Departure feom thence to return to Hambourg »And 
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that he had been obliged to content himſelf for 
the prefent with the Neſolution that had been 
‘communicated to him on the Part of the King of 
* Pruffia, viz, that his Majefty cannot at this time 
* fend more than 6000 Menu td the Rhine; but that 


the 3000 which remain % make up his Contingent, 


‘fhall be fo dilpoſed in the Frontier Places, that 
0 ey may be at hand to joyn the Imperial Army 
if Need require, and if it way be late to dis- 
furniſh thofe Places. The Letters from Ratis- 
hon of the 25th paſt tell us, that there is no 
‘Room to doubt the Continuance of the War 
detween the Emperour and Empire and France: 


That higd mperial Majefty’s Commiffioner exerted 


‘all his Zeal to animate and inflame thofe whom 
the Danger and exceflive Charge of the War might 
Diſcourage, by reprefenting to them that if the Bur- 
then was great, the Neceſſiiy of bearing it was greater; 


that it was better to fall in Arma, than to ſubmit to 


‘ the infupportable Laws of an Enemy fo often van- 
* quifhed during this War ; that after the Emperour 
and Empire were become deftitute of Friends, it 


~* would be the more glorious for them both to break 


the Chains prepared for Germany in the Terms offer. 
ed to be impoſed on it ; and that the Probity and 
* Valour for, which their Nation is eminent, joyned 
‘to the Juftice of their Caufe, plead fo fron ty in 
‘ favour of their Arme, that there was all 4 to 
promiſe themſelves the Bleffing of the Almighty in 
‘the Defence of the antient Liberty and Conſtitu- 
tion of the Holy Empire. 


Hague, Jane 9. After the French had evacuated 
Namur, Char EN Furnes, and Ypres, in Ex- 
* change for Lifle, Bethnoe, Air, and St. Venant, 


it was believed they would have evacuated Lux- 


* embourg likewiſe as the Treaty imports; but at 
* prefent they make a difficulty to do that, pre- 
‘ tending that the Contributions which the Pro- 
‘ vince of Luxembourg pays to the Electors of 
Trier and Palatine ſhould end, that the faid Pro. 
* vince fhould be declared neutral, and that the 
* States-General oblige thoſe Princes not to exaét 
any more Contributions from it, though they 
would have the Countries of Bergues and Juliers 
continue at the fame time to pay them Contribu- 
tions.
